Trustee Durrell of the Finance com­ 
mittee reported in favor of sustaining 
the protest of property owners in the 
matter of grading and macadamising 
Prospect street, 
The report of the 
Finance Committee was adopted. 


The Special Committee on salaries 
then reported the following schedule 
as the one upon which they had de­ 
cided: 


Marshal, per month, $125; street 
superintendent, $115; deputy marshals, 


$76; janitor, $15; clerk, $100; attorney, 


$75; 
assessor, $60; treasurer, $85; 
health officer, $35; poundmaster, $60. 


The salaries of the deputy marshals 
are to be contingent upon the fees col­ 
lected. 
The salary of the attorney 
does not include his compensation for 
codifying the ordinances or any special 
work.

changed.

This thing of Canadians tearing 
down and insulting the American flag 
in Canada is getting a little too com­ 
mon. 
At nearly every anniversary of 
the Queen's birthday some hot-headed 
militia man in Canada gets blood in 
his eye at the sight of an American 
flag, and at once 
proceeds to tear 
it down and trample it in the just. A 


few days ago when the annual exercises 
in honor of the Queen were taking 
place in Canada a German resident 
decorated the front of his house with 
an English, German 
and Atwwican 
flag. 
When the parade passed his 
place one of the officers of a local 
militia company espied the American 
flag and halting his company, he flew 
upstairs into the building and tore old 
glory from its fastenings and dashed it 
to the street below exclaiming that he 


would not allow a d 
n Irish flag to 


to float in the air of Canada. 
There 


is no need of saying that the English 
government is not responsible for this 
outrage because it is. 
The insult to 
this nation was made by an English 
officer and swift retribution should be 
visited upon that Government at once.

gnineaa for what was termed mess mon­ 
ey. So here was another £ 12 0 odd pounds 
to add to the cost of the hire of u dirty 
little sea parlor in the bowels of a ship 
etuffed with cargo, bnlkheaded off in 
that part of her of which the emigrants 
made a Whitechapel alley. 


A boy is young at 18j^, and I felt 
myself to be a very little fellow indeed 
when I stood in the door of that mid- 
. shipmen's berth, peering into the gloom 
with eyes brilliant with fear and aston­ 
ishment 
Was this to be my home until 
I returned to England ? Was yonder rude 
shelf to replace the white, soft bed I had 
been used to? It was the middle of the 
day. Yet but for the flame of a sputter­ 
ing lamp, dangling like a coffeepot 
from the center of the upper deck, it 
would have been difficult to see. In fact, 
this compartment was lighted by three 
scuttles, or portholes, only, round bulls- 
eyes of immensely thick glass, which 
were sunk low to the sea surface by the 
weight of the cargo, so that when our 
cabin was on the lee side these windows 
were always under water. 


This is not an inviting picture I am 
drawing. It is the truth nevertheless. 
The apprentice nowadays goes to sea at 
much less cost and is far better used 
than was tho hoavily ohargod midship­ 
man of my day. "Everything good 
comes when it's too late," 
murmurs 
poor, heartbroken little Jane Eyre when 
she rejects the coveted willow pattern 
plate. I have often wished that much of 
what is good on board ship nowadays 
had been invented in the rough fifties. 


I should have been glad, for example, 
to be shipmates with double topsail 
yarda I hoar of apprentices fed from 
the captain's table. I hear of apprentices 
instructed in navigation b^ the iuaot6r 
and mates of the ship. Had it depended 
upon the captains I served under I never 
should have lifted a sextant to my eye. 


I did not choose my bunk. It had been 
chosen for m a It was the most uncom­ 
fortable bunk in the berth. It was con­ 
sistent with sea tradition, therefore, that 
the youngest and weakest should occupy 
it. On entering to look for it I found it 
an athwartships upper bunk. The lower 
bunk was to be occupied by a lad a lit­ 
tle older than I, just a littlo stronger, 
and, like myself, a first voyager. 


I knew my bed place by this token— 
to tho bundle of bedding was attached 
a label bearing my name, 
"William 
Clark Russell, Midshipman, Ship Dun­ 
can Dunbar, E. I. D. " But where was 
my chest—tho chest that contained my 
clothes? 


There were no chests in this berth, no 
place for such things—scarcely room, 
indeed, for a man's leg between the rows 
of bunks and the edge of the table. As 
I was going out a very tall, slim mid­ 
shipman came in. His badge was dim, 
his buttons greenish. I, on the contrary, 
was 
most 
unhappily 
resplendentr—a 
brand new sailor—and this old stager 
knew me at sight. 


"What are you cruising about down 
here after?" said he. 


'' They gave me a black eye up stairs,'' 
said L 


" U p stairs, up stairs-!" he roared 
"There's no up stairs at sea, you guffy. 
Didn't you know that afore yon ship­ 
ped?" 


"Didn't I know what?" said I inno­ 
cently, for I did not understand him. 


"Come here," said he. I approached 
him. He drew me close and plucked 
three hairs from my head. The pain was 
not very sharp, but this did not render 
the action the less brutally mean and 
unnecessary. 


"If you don't pay attention," said he, 
" t o what's said to you, you'll be bald 
before we're out of soundings. What are 
you mousing about down here for?" 


" I am looking for my sea chest, sir," 
I answered, beginning to think this tall 
midshipman a great and important per­ 
son aboard the ship. 


Grasping me by the collar of my jack­ 
et and the seat of my trousers he raised 
me high and strode with me, thus pil­ 
lared, into the 'tween decks. 


"What's your name?" said he. 
"Russell," said L 
"What a horrible name!" he exclaim­ 
ed. 
" M y name is Goole. 
How much 
better Goole sounds than RusselL '' He 
continued to hold me aloft 
"What are 
your initials?" he asked. 


"W. C. R. " 
"There you W. C. R., then I" said he. 
And ho dumped mo down as though I 
had been a sailor's bundle upon one of 
ten or a dozen sea chests, moored in all 
sorts of places in the steerage. 


A midshipman's chest! It was called 
in my time " a hurrah's nest" because 
everything was always on top and noth­ 
ing at hand. When I lift the lid of that 
chest in memory, I am visited by a 
faint, close smell of marine soap. I still 
possess the Bible I took with me, and 
the volume, like my memory, is haunt­ 
ed with that dim smell of marine soap 
in bars, by the impulse and influence of 
which I am able to see the ship, the 
gloomy 'tween decks, the midshipmen's 
berth, the patched figures of the emi­ 
grants as vividly as though I was aboard 
that vanished craft again. 


I lift the lid of my sea chest, and 
what do I find? Some dozens of colored 
shirts, all so ungovernably stiff that I 
feel as unhappy as a turtlo till they have 
been soaked; a great quantity of drill 
trousers, hard e s the shirts, which had 
they been distended as the windsail is 
by the breeze, would have stood on end 
without a wearer. 


In that chest were brass bound jackets 
and waistcoats, and black silk handker­ 
chiefs for the making of streaming sail­ 
ors' knots for the neck. In short, I was 
more ornamentally than usefully equip­ 
ped, and before we were abreast of the 
Cape of Good Hope I should have been 
glad to exchange my finery for warm, 
homely pilot cloth and the plain under­ 
wear of the forecastle. 


Mr. Goole, who looked as long to my 
youthful gaze as the mizzen royal yard, 
is the marine ogre of my first voyage, 
and in those distant memories he goes 
on pulling my hair, tweaking my nose, 
twisting my ears,, punching my head, 
and in many other ways making himself

poop. What now followed I cannot clear­ 
ly remember. I recollect being greatly 
scorned by the younger 
midshipmen, 
and pitied and protected by the third 
mate. But whether I pulled at a rope or 
did anything except get in the way of 
useful people while we were towing 
down to Qravesend I do not know. 


It was a scene of enchantment, but 
not liko something out of a fairy book, 
nor was it on the sweet side of magic. 
The liver colored river was crowded 
With craft of all sorts, stirring up choc­ 
olate colored froth as they drove aslant 
through the Reaches. Our yards towered 
to the dingy heavens of tho islo of Dogs. 
They wore massivo as a frigato's with 
the furled gear, and the ship looked like 
a frigate with her wide spread of shroud, 
largo tops and short royal mastheads. 


We anchored at Gravesend for the 
night, and all through that night I lay 
in my clothes in my bed and slept as 
deeply as if I had been drugged. I was 
awakened by a terrifying commotion. 
• "Tumble 
up—out you comol All 
hands unmoor ship I" The third mate 
stood in the door roaring out these un­ 
intelligible syllables. 
Then, observing 
that I did not make haste to jump up, 
the long legged ogre, Goole, dragged me 
out of my bed and ran me capless and 
bootless to the deck. 


It was raining hard—a dark, sulky, 
Ballow Thames morning. The crow were 
setting the topsails and bellowing like 
terrified men at the halyards. 
Tho cap­ 
tain, looking over the break of the poop, 
Beeing me bareheaded and gaping up at 
the sails, told mo to run below and put 
on my boots, cap and oilskins. I discov­ 
ered my oilskins—after searching all 
about the steerage—under my mattress, 
but the leggings stuck to each other like 
cold wax, and I flung them down. 


I put on the waterproof coat and re­ 
turned on deck smelling liko an oil can, 
but I do not think I did more, or was 
asked to do more than stare about me. 
Tho ship was again in tow of the tug. 
She carried single topsails, and those 
three lofty breasts rose white as snow to 
the crosstrees. 


The rain sometimes drove with us, 
and sometimes it sheered aslant. It was 
a weeping pictura Unspeakably melan­ 
choly did the gray waters of tho Thames 
bank sides and flats appear in that 
drenched and leaden atmosphere. By 
and by the third mate, stopping up to 
me, said kindly, "What's your name?" 


"William Clark Russell, sir." 
'' I am not a court of justice," said he, 
laughing. " I don't administer oaths. 
Russell, my sonny, come along down to 
breakfast," and with that the kindly 
creature—he was a shaggy Orkney is­ 
lander, a grand, active young seaman of 
20—gripping mo with tho hand of a 
bear, conveyed mo bolow into the mid­ 
shipmen's berth. 


He took the head of the tabla The 
"young gentlemen" sat upon the edges 
of their bunks on either side. ' An empty 
pickle case was passed along, and, top 
ended, served me for a seat. 


A boy waited upon us. They called 
him the midshipmen's servant. He had 
been in a man-of-war and was the 
smartest little sailor lad I can recollect. 
He danced the hornpipe charmingly, was 
liberally tattooed over tho arms and 
chest, walked with tho flowing and 
.knowing roll of the brine seasoned tar, 
and was, I think, about 15 years old. 


He put a great dish of huge brown 
steaks upon the table, and then brought 
pots of coffee, and loaves of bread, and 
salt butter, and we fell to amid a great 
noise of talk and clanking of oheap cut­ 
lery upon tin plates. I began to feel that 
I was seeing life and going to be a man. 


But all at once, the river having by 
this time opened into wide water, with 
the weight of the swell of the still dis­ 
tant North sea beating like a delicate 
pulse in it, the ship slightly pitched. I 
dropped my knife and fork and turned

UBLIC NOTICE is hereby riven that 
the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars foi 
the year' 1895 is now clue and payable at my 
office, Room 1, Court Mouse, or to a deputy 


SKC. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept partners, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SBC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of nge are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

WONDERFUL GOLD LEAF. 


Bow I t Is Manufactured and Some of Its 
Peculiarities. 


The process by which gold is made 
into thin leaves is called gold beating. 
As yet the use of machinery for this 
purpose is very limited, nearly all gold 
leaf being beaten by hand. 


First the gold is cast into oblong in­ 
gots about three-fourths of an inch in 
width and weighing two ounces each. 


1 These ingots are passed between pol­ 
ished steel rollers and flattened out into 
ribbons of about an eight-hundredth of 
an inch in thickness. 
The ribbons are 
softened by heat and cut into pieces an 
inch square. 


One hundred and fifty of these pieoes 
are placed between vellum leaves, one 
piece above another, and the entire pile 
is inclosed in a double parchment case 
and beaten with a 16 pound hammer 
until the inch pieoes are extended to 4 
inch squares. They are then taken from 
the ease, and each square is out into 
foul 
1 pieoes. 
The pieces thus obtained 
are then placed between gold beater's 
skin—a delicate membrane prepared 
from the large intestine of the ox—made 
into piles, inclosed in a parchment case 
and again beaten, but with a hammer of 
lighter weight 


Still the leaves are not thin enough, 
and once more each leaf is cut into four 
pieces and again beaten. This last quar­ 
tering and beating produces 2,400 leaves, 
"and the thickness of each leaf is about 
one two-hundred-thousandths of an inch. 
Gold is so malleable that it is possible 
to obtain a still greater degree of thin­ 
ness, but not profitably. 


These thin leaves are taken up with 
wood pinchers, placed on a cushion, 
blown ant flat and carefully cut into 
squares 8J^ inches in size. The squares 
ate placed between the leaves of paper 
books, which have previously been rub­ 
bed with red ohalk to prevent Adhesions 
of the gold, each paper book containing 
25 squares or leaves of gold, and in this 
form the leaf is sold, not by weight, but 
by a superficial measure.—Philadelphia 
Times.

A SINFUL WASTE. 


Oood Food Allowed to Decay •> Feature of 
American Households. 


There are few households in the land 
bnt have a periodical reerndesoence of 
economy in the matter of food supply. 
A big grocer's or butcher's bill imme­ 
diately suggests that there should be 
some economy practiced "somewhere. " 


The present activity in the field of 
dietetics should spread valuable knowl­ 
edge ir_to every kitchen. It is. already 
showing benefits in the matter of nutri­ 
tious food versus medicine. 


Housewives do not always realize that 
they have a prominent part to play in 
this grave question of the day, the "dis­ 
posal of garbage." 
That responsibility 
lies within the domestic threshold, and 
to consign the collection of waste to the 
scavenger is not the limit of her power 
nor a self satisfying conclusion. What she 
consigns does not concern her, and this 
"bete noir" found in every part of the 
land, a Bubject fraught with almost in­ 
surmountable difficulties to those whose 
business it is to find a healthful and 
quick disposal of garbage, is far more 
the business of the housekeeper than she 
is willing to acknowledge. We must go 
back of the garbage can to find the cause. 
American extravagance is proverbial the 
world over. 
We provide with a lavish 
hand. 
Unskilled and indifferent help 
waste accordingly. Expenditure for food 
in a large percentage of the middle and 
lower classes is estimated to take very 
often fully three-fourths of the income. 
Actual consumption and benefit derived 
from quantity supplied is notably small 
in the wealthier families. 


Convincing proof is found in the over­ 
flowing garbage can. Lack of robustness 
among a certain class and the amount 
of debility afflicting a majority of peo­ 
ple prove to investigators a want of 
proper nutriment to build up the over­ 
wrought body,which must endure some­ 
how the strain and- stress of American 
life and climate. 


The unintelligent methods of poor 
servants, unskilled in handling food, is 
one cause of the effect. It is considered 
their prerogative to waste what does not 
sui t their fancy. '' Leavings'' which may 
be the best portions from the mistresses' 
table arc not palatable to their taste, and 
so good material is speedily hidden from 
sight, more is called for, and a haphazard 
supply to keep Bridget good Matured 
furnishes her with an abundance to 
overflow ash cans, clog pipes, choke 
traps, fill cesspools, draw vermin and 
offer culture as a medium for the ubiqui­ 
tous microbe. Noxious odors offend nos­ 
trils and dangerous effluvia jeopardize 
health and obstruct sanitary measures. 


It is just this waste in the world that 
has been the cause of plagues, pesti­ 
lences and diseases. It is wasted time, 
strength, money, happiness and, too of­ 
ten, life.—Baltimore American. 


T h e N o v e l o f R e l i g i o n . 


I heard long ago of an enterprising 
tradesman who desired to have the Old 
Testament at least broken into a series 
of romances. By others, very likely 
much less pious men, no version of these 
narratives can be tolerated except the 
ancient original versions. 
Yet many 
readers or hearers are so familiar with 
these, or think themselves so familiar 
(they would probably break down under 
examination), that 
something 
more 
"spicy" is required by them. I have 
read an American novel about the love 
affairs of Judas Iscariot and Mary Mag­ 
dalene. It did not interest me, I own, 
but it did make me laugh. 
Probably a 
more pious student would have been 
edified. 
There is no accounting for 
tastes. Perhaps no Biblical novel has 
ever won critical applause or been reck­ 
oned a piece of literature. But such 
novels hit a large class of readers whose 
tastes in other matters is not always 
bad. 


It would be interesting to know what 
the wits and critics of the restoration 
thought and said about "The Pilgrim's 
Progress.'' Probably they never looked 
into the cheap little book at all, the 
book which has outlived Etherege and 
Sedley and Rochester and the rest of 
them. Of course it does not by any 
means follow that every religions novel 
read by the people who do read such 
things and neglected by critics is on a 
level with Bunyan's masterpiece.—An­ 
drew Lang in Longman's Magazine. 


What It ail Edition? 
What is an edition? Does it consist of 
1,000 volumes or of 600 or 60 or 6? 
The word is not a technical term like 
"gross" or "dozen" or any like expres­ 
sion bearing a fixed numerical signifi­ 
cance, and there is, of course, no reason 
why it should not mean anything from 
the lowest to the highest of these num­ 
bers, according to the taBte and fancy, 
or it may be the tactics, of the particu­ 
lar publisher who employs it. Only now
